US team set to launch

Rear-Admiral Jackson, of the

Belize

Britain and Guatemala Yes- 
terday agreed on a formula for 
the resolution ûf their 32-year- 
old territorial dispute oyer 
Belize. 
after five days of talks in Lon- 
don and, ir is hoped, will lead 
to a constirutional conference 
on Belize and an ofticial treaty 
between the two couatrieş by 
the end of the year. 

The talks ended wih a 
formal meeting yesterday morn- 
ing at which Mr Nicholas 
Ridley, Minister of State at the 
Foreign and Commonwealth 
Office, joined Seûor Rafael 
Custillu Vûldez, the Guatemalan 
Foreign Minister, and Mr 
George Price, the Premier of 
Belize, in signing a “ heads of 
agfeemenr ", or outline of prin- 
ciples on which a final treaty 
would be based. Details of the 
document are tû be made pub- 
lic on Monday. 

The agreement was an im- 
portant achievement and the 
fruit of “a grear deal of ima- 
gination and flexibility” on 
both sides, Lord Carrington, the 
Foreign Secretary, said yester- 
day in announcing it to the 
House of Comons Selemct Com- 
mirtees on Foreign Affairs. He 
was confident that the basis 
had been formed for an honour- 
able settlement and for inde- 
pendence by the end of the 
year

Iraq expects new Iranian

Iraq is expecting Iran to 
launch a spring offensive after 
the failure of the Islamic peace 
mission, but is “ not unhappy ” 
at the prospect, according to 
Dr Saadoun Hammadi, the Iraqi 
Foreign Minister.

Tribalism prevents creation of one-nation in Nigeria 


Althoush as a consequence 
of the last civil war the neiy 
federal Constitution contains an 
unequivocal clause demanding 
the “ refiection of the federal 
character in ail spheres of gov- 
ernment activity ", this policy, 
dusigned to ensure equal repre- 
sentation to all tribes and 
gruuns in government offices 
and xtate cumpanits, is itself u 
victim of its own implications.

Make 
a well in the centre and add 
the eggs. Using one hand to 
beat the mixture, and the 
nther to support the walls of 
fiaur unril the eggs have been 
incorporated, work the eggs 
gradually into the flour to 
form a stiff dough. Knead the 
dough until ir is smooth and 
elasnc (about five ırinutes). 

To make pasta in a food pro- 
cessor, tix the metal blade in 
the bowl, Drop in the eggs and 
process them briefly. With the 
machine running add the flour 
and salt through the feed tube. 
Continue processing until the 
Cnugh forms a ball, and tben 
far another 60 seconds to 
knead ir. 

To roll the dough by hand, 
divide ir into two or three 
pieces. Cover the dough wait- 
inf to be rolled to stop ir dry- 
ing out. Roll the dough on a 
lightly floured surface, work- 
ing quickly and lightly until it 
is as thin as required—not 
much more than 2mm (1/10in) 
thick for fettuccini (narrow 
moodlesl and thinner for tag- 
Jiatelli, which are broader noo. 
dles about 7mm ({in) wide, or 
for stuffed pasta Jike ravioli, 
To roll the dough in a pasta 
cutting machine, take an egg- 
sized piece of dough (covering 
the remainder to keep it 
moist), dust it with flour and 
work it through the rollers, 
dusting again with flour as 
often as necessary. Put each 
piece of dough twice through 
the thickest setting of the 
relers. then work dovn 
through the finer settings until 
the pasta is as thin as 
required. 

To cut noodles by hand, fnld a 
sheet of dough into 2 loose 
roll and use a sharp knife to 
cut ir into strips. Open out the 
noodles and leave them to dry 


cooking them. 


To cut noodics în ga machine, 
simply pass the rolled dough 
through the cutting rollers and 
allow the pasta to dry for at 
least five minuteş before cook- 
ing it, 

Cook the noodles in plenty 
of boiling salted water, adding 
a handful at 3 time so that the 
water does not go off the boil. 
Freshly madé noodles may 
need as little as one minute’g 
caokiig when the water 
returns tn the boil, The longer 
the noodles have dried, the 
langer they will take to cook. 
Take care not t0 overcook 
them thnuszh. They should stil 
haye a little bite.

As well as being & reaffirma- 
tion of the Chancellors and 
Prime Ministers confidence in 
their basic finaacial policy, the 
Budget was a contession that 
there had been a grave failure 
in the application of this 
policy, for which amends must 
now be made. The whole shape 
of the Budget was an admission 
by Sir Geoffrey Howe that the 
Government collectively, whicl 
had willed the end of cutting 
public spending as the essential 
method of beating inflation, 
had failed. under political pres- 
sure, to accept the means. 

OF course, we all knew about 
this failure at the time of the 
great Cabinet bate over public 
spending curs Jasrt autumn, 
when Nirs Thatcher and her 
Treasurv colleagues were wor 
sted by the rcsalre of the 
spending ministers.

spendinz.

Guimaraes is full of trea- 

sures and monuments, as be. 
fits the cradle of the nation, 
and the sights are well worth 
visitııg. The same applies to 
Braga, an important strategic 
settlement near by, on the 
crossroads of five milirary 
highways in Ronan times, 
and today acknowledged as 
Portugal's religious heart- 
land. It is the seat of an 
mportant Roman Catholic 
bishopric. 
Students of history should 
thus find the area full of 
interest and, once satisfied, 
the curious traveller might 
like to mnve on to the once 
exceptionally wealthy seaport 
of Viana do Castelo, close 
to the Spanish border. 

In the sixteenıh century 

Viana was a bustling and 
apulent maririmè trading 
centre, rivalling Oporto and 
atrracting King Manuel who, 
ûn important occasions, held 
court rhere. Traders from 
Genoa, Venice and elsewhere 
visired Viana, and the Jocal 
barons built up vast and 
profitable fishiog fleets. The 
town's muscums reflect this 
former wealth: Today Viana 
is an important shipbuilding 
centre.

From a distance Funchal 
may look Jike rhe fairy tale 
capital of an island paradise 
but close up it is a practical 
town, bustling with activity 
and clogged with traffic jams 
at rush hours, Because tour’ 
ism was nor developed until 
the 1960s on Madeira, Fun- 
chal has remained Jargely 
unspoilt by development. A 
number of excellent new 
hotels with their much- 
necded ponls have changed 
tha view a little, but the old 
heart of Funchal survives 
and here or there a square 
ar street still looks like a 
set from a Jong#forgotren 
Hollywood movie perhaps 
lacated in some never-never 
colnoy.

Sir, Ir is perùaps natural thal Air 
Levin (larch 10) should wish ta 
demonstrate to the new regime that 
his undoubted genius for scurry 
remains undiminished. In his Jona 
piece about the famous “ Venice 
libel action bé attacks with an 
even-handèd impartiality aud an 
equal want of justification almost 
everyone in rhe case. Whetbsr they 
be alive or dead is a matter of 
indifference tro him. He attacks the 
iudge (now dead), the plaintiff's 
leading counsel (now deadı, the 
defendant's leading counsel (naw 
dead), and all three plaintiffs (all 
dead, and of course he pays 
special tribute to the signatorits to 
this letter, who were and are the 
senior partners in the two firms of 
solicitors concerned. 

In this torrent of invectivz. Mr 

Levin unhappily obscures rhe few 
really salient facts, which are 
unusual but very simple : 
Three gentlemen of public stand- 
ing believed that they had been 
accised of being intoxicated in tle 
course of the performance of their 
duties at a Labour conference in 
Venice. The allegation appeared in 
a reputable wcckly newspaper. A 
complaint was made to the news- 
paper by their solicitors and passed 
on to the newspaper's solicitors. 

Subsequently, the primary issue 
between the parties, which was 
conducted with vigour and most Cer- 
tainly at arms Jlergth, was the 
question of the terms of an 
apology. This gave rise to a special 
difficulty to the defendants which 

. was rot known to rhe pîaintiffs at 
the time. The author of the piece, 
against whom no threat of acrion 
was made or subsequent action 
taken, obviously maintained that 
her statement was true. 

In those circumstances the defen- 
dants—whose spokesman both in 
the negotiations and at the trial 
was Sir lan Gilmour—had a very 
acute problem. He was not prepared 
to make an apology that affronted 
the professional stranding of his cor- 
respondent, bur on the advice of his 
lawyers he did not plead justifica- 
Lior, ie that the story was true. 

In all the circumstances, there- 
fore, so far as the plaintiffs were 
concerned. no suggestion was made 
at any time, either in correspon- 
dence or in the course of proceed- 
ings or in court, that the allegation 
was true. At no time in their res- 
pective Jifetimes did any of the 
plaintiffs ever suggest to: their own 
Jawyérs thar their own evidence or 
that .of their respective colleagues 
was untrue. ا‎ : 

The suggestioü that eitkrer side 
refused either to accept an adequate 


apology or. ro proffer an adequate . 


apology in order that the action 
should be continued is a prepos- 
terous one, the untruth of which is 
wholly demonstrated by the record. 
Each side sought strenuously to 
find a formula that would be 
acceptable to the other and over- 
come the difficulty, In fact Mr 
Crossman's memoirs make it clear 
that he added bis own undoubted 
mgenuity to the exercise.

Equal talents 


Britten and Auden in

O those divergent muses ! It is 


not surprising that working 
relationships between Eredar 
composers. and great writers 


have been so rare and uneasy 
when music is bound either to 
liquefy language or else rest

can we wonder that literary 
critics fight shy of following 
their subjects into entangle 
ments wirh musicians, or that 
nıusical scholars feel happier

Here, then, iç Donald 
Mitchell gazing at virgin skies, 
and doing so from a high cira- 
del of Iiterary culture, since 
his book began as the 1979 
Eliot Memorial Lectures, deli- 
vered in succession to a remark. 
gable line of students of the 
word. His topic quickens anti- 
cipation, since Britten and 
Auden were equal talents and, 
in the thirties at least, equally 
convinced of the necessity of 
collaboratio. And though the 
subtitle rarher dauntiogly sug- 
gests the prospect of a row of 
companion volumes, Dr 
Mitchell quickly makes jir clear 
that he hag chosen to concen- 
trate on 1936 as an annus mira- 
bilis for both men and for the 
world, which at this idealistic 
time they even thought they 
might help. 

Just as soon, though, he ex- 
cuses himself from discussing 
the ostensible subject matter 
of his book, bJirely remarking 
that biş “ account of the Britten» 
Auden relationship is neces- 
sarily seen through Britten's 
eyes and, more importantly, 
heard through the filter of his 
music”. So indeed ir is. What 
Dr Mitchell provides is a bis. 
tory and a fulsome appreciation 
of the music Britten composed 
to, with and ‘around texts by 
Auden in 1936 and, oddly, 1937 
as well: the symphonic song 
cycle Our Hunting Fathers, 
scores for various documentary 
films and for The Ascent of F6, 
the collection On This Island 
and several other songs. 

AJI this will make fascinating 
reading for those who treasure 
every note that Britten pro- 
duced. Others, who may pos- 
sibly find the book a trifle wor- 
shipful, are not entirely ignored, 
since Dr Mitchel! charmingly 
offers amusemeııt in the form nf 
excerpts from the flat, juvenile 
commonplaces of Britten's 
diary :

Call ir what we will, the 
authors see this reliance on 
feminine intuition as one of the 
two basic methods of the fic- 
tional female detective.
